ITS THE HOUSE O» COMMONS. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—Mr. Gladstone, In the 


House of Commons lastlnight made a res- 
olution setting forth that the government's 
action in proclaiming the Irish National 
League -wa»" unwise, unjust land unreason- 
able,' and in submitting the motion said: 
"Tho Viceroy of Ireland in declaring that 
the League incited violence must have 
acted upon information. But where was 
the information? If tho facts are with- 
held, the opposition must urge upon the 
House and tho government three proposi- 
tions.;. 


"First—It is a slight and almost an out- 


rage on the dignity of Karl lament to sup- 
pose that the House was to discharge such 
an important statutory duty as granting 
its sanction to the proclamation without 
knowing the grounds for such action. 


"Secondly, it reduces to utter destruction 


Bud absurdity the main contention that 
the government advanced during the dis- 
cussion of the Crimes act, and the safe- 
guard which the government promised 
through the operation of that act has 
proved to bo a farce. 
'What, he asked, 


was the value or meaning of the approval 
of Parliament given in ignorance of the 
facts? Why.not.follow the course adopted 
by Wellington and Poel in 1829 regarding 
the Catholic league, and suppress the Na- 
tional League altogether.' 


"Thirdly, he demanded to know what 


would the House think of information that 
they knew would noH^ear the light. 
/ "He had always contended, he said, that 
the-gdvernment'was legislating against 
^combinations apjirt from crime, and now 
WHS the government's time and opportuni- 
ty to prove him wrong. 
But no, the 


government shrank from the test, and 
doclinc-d the challenge. To proclaim the 
National League was very nearly ap- 
proaching a declaration of war upon the 
Irish people. The government was press- 
ing Tri'land very hard, and it was evident 
that ifwus intended to work the Crimes 
act by summary jurisdiction. He hoped 
the lush people would continue to bear 
the pressure; thoy would not, he de- 
clared, suffer long. Tho people of Ireland 
beliovod that the policy of tho government 
did not have the sanction of the British 
nation. The government's action showed 
that its strength was fading, and Ireland, 
eeoitiK this, trusted that the English na- 
tion would fulfil, her reasonable wishes." 


Mr. Balfour said tho difficulty was not 


in finding evidence to justify the procla- 
mation of the League, but in selecting it 
from tho enormous mass in possession of 
the government. There was sufficient jus- 
tification in the columns of the local news- 
papers witheut going into the govern- 
ment's confidential reports. Mr. Glad- 
stone, he said, had proclaimed the Land 
League, and imprisoned Mr. Parnell at a 
time when Parliament was not sitting, 
and had not even informed any one con- 
cerned of his grounds for such action. 


Mr. Balfour quoted from documents to 


show ihat the' League was guilty of boy- 
cotting, coercion, intimidation and inciting 
to breach of the law and violence. 


Sir William Harcourt asked If the docu- 


ments rtom which Mr. Balfour quoted 
would be submitted to the House. 


Mr. Balfonr said that the Government 


declined to submit them to the House, and 
continued to cite instances of criminal 
acts on tho part of the League. 


Kir William Harcourt appealed to the 


Speaker to decide whether Mr. Balfour 
was not bound to lay upon the table the 
official documents from which he cited. 


Tho Speaker—"Mr. Balfour is not bound 


to submit confidential documents. 
With 


official papers which the House might 
want to verifying tho casewould be differ- 
ent." 


Sir William Harcourt—turning to Mr. 


Balfour after the Speaker's ruling—said 
tie would expect the papers to be tabled. 


Mr. Balfour—I shall not submit the pa- 


pers. My documents are of three sorts; 
public, confidential and my awn private 
notes. If the people realized the nature 
and workings of the National League 
they would support tho government re- 
gardless of creed or party. 


Mr. Timothy Harrington 
commented 


severely upon the character of the docu- 
ments which the government had quoted 
but had refused to lay upon the table, 
and declared'thom to.be utterly worthless. 
Ho asserted that the plain duty of the 
League was to continue its work and not 
shrink from the consequences. 


Mr. T. R. Buchanan, Liberal-Unionist, 


iaid the government's action had been ill- 
timed. Mr. Balfour, ha asserted, had not 
given a fair account of the doings of the 
League, which organization, from 
the 


mnst authentic data the House was in pos- 
sussiou of, had been largely instrumental 
In reducing rents in Ireland. 
The English 


poonle, he said, desired that the Irish diffi- 
culty should be treated amicably. 


Mr. T. W. Russell, member for South 


Tyrone, remarking that Mr. Gladstone had 
somewhat misconstrued 
some 
of 
his 


(llussell's) statements, protested against 
the coercion of the League, but said that, 
having supported the Crimes bill, he could 
not consistently deny the right of thegov- 
ei nmeut to the powers it demanded and 
secure^ by the passage of the act. 
, Mi'. Bradlaugh asked why, if the gov-' 
eniinout'n statc'monts wore true, the min- 
istry had not proclaimed the League b»- 
foi-B they did. 


Blr. T. P. O'Connor said the effect of the 


proclamation would be to remove the par- 
tition between the tenantry and the»vict- 
ing landlords. The Government could deal 
with cases o£ intimidation, if there were 
•ny, without proclaiming the League. 


On motion of Mr.;Trevefyan, the debate 


was adjourned. 


Mr. Chamberlain vj-as not present during 


the sitting. 


Lord Randolph Churchill returned to

ticular, was unmistakably severe, and the 
spectacle of the Chancellor, of the Ex- 
chequer crying and shrinking before the 
howl's,'jeers'arid-hisses of a representative 
•<*owd of Englishmen was extremely piti- 
ful.

conspic- 


uously noticeable, and was the cause 
of much comment of varied character. 
The Tories claim that his failure to re- 
spond to the Liberal whip signifies his 
dissent from the recent tactics of the En- 
glish Liberals anent the National League, 
but this is not the cause. The purpose of 
Mr. Gladstone in moving against 
the 


Government's proclamation is merely to 
place the Liberal party squarely upon rec- 
ord as branding the action of the minis- 
try as outrageously unjust and unpro- 
voked, and this can be done thoroughly 
without necessitating Mr. Morley's short- 
ening his vacation and hastening to Lou- 
don. Had Mr. Morley's voice or vote been 
essential to the success of Mr. Gladstone's 
object, he most assuredly would have 
been in his seat last evening. 


The scene in the House when Mr. Glad- 


stone arose to speak was highly exciting. 
He was tremendously cheered at the be- 
ginning of his speech and vociferously 
applauded at the end, and the howls and 
cat-calls of the younger Tories sank into 
insignificance beneath the weight ot the 
avalanche of approving cries. Mr. Glad- 
stone was in splendid form. His voice 
rang out with all its accustomed clearness 
and resonance, and the vigor of his ges- 
tures betoken excellent health and intense 
devotion to his cauge. 
His utterances 


attested the fixity of the Liberal position, 
and left nothing to be explained as to its 
full definition, which, summarized, Is that 
the Liberal party is unalterably opposed 
ed to the Government's policy of coercion 
in Ireland, and equally determined to sup- 
port the Parnellites in defending the rights 
of the National League. 


The arguments of Mr. Gladstone and 


his followers, as set forth in last night's 
debate, were to a great extent based upon 
the report of General Sir Bedvers Buller, 
under secretary for Ireland, which was 
exhaustively disouased at the conference 
of Liberal members held yesterday. Pre- 
suming that General Buller's sources of in- 
formation as to the state of Ireland were 
ample and reliable and that his report em- 
bodies 
the 
most 
damaging evidence 


against the National League that could be 
secured, the Liberals contend that by Bul- 
ler's, and consequently the government's 
own showing, the ministry's proceeding 
against the League was without warrant 
in fact or suspicion. 


The Cabinet council, which was in ses- 


sion two hours yesterday, devoted its time 
to discussing the National League ques- 
tion, and, it is understood, without reach- 
ing any other decision than the one ar- 
rived at when the council met. 
Evidence 


is rapidly accumulating that the govern- 
ment 
keenly feels the peculiarly em- 


barrassing position in which if is placed. 
It is afraid to go further forward, and 
dare not go back.

The Fatal No. 1 Shaft of the Nanticoke 


Coal Mine Suddenly Flooded 


With Water. 


A Subterranean Reservoir Empties Its 


Mighty Volume Into the Lower 


Level—A Race For Life. 


NANTICOKE,Pa., Aug. 26.—Terrible excite- 


ment was caused this moraine '" the fatal 
No. 1 shaft at tli is place, by the breaking 
away of earth barriers that supported a 
worked-out portion of the'colliery from the 
chambers where tnining is in progrcbb,and 
the sudden precipitation of a largo body of 
water into a gangway where over three 
hundred miners were at work. Fora long 
time past a huge subterranean reservoir 
has been forming, containing millions of 
gallons 
of 
water. 
This underground 


lake was 
H70 feet 
below the 
surface. 


The chamber where the men worked was 
one hundred and fifty faet down and about 
the same distance from the mined gal- 
leries. The first intmuitioi; that the men 
had that the mine was being flooded was 
the sudden appearance of water in the 
chambers. As it Increased in depth they 
hurriedly quit work and rushed to the bot- 
tom of the shaft. By this time a regular 
exodus from all parts of the colliery sot 
in, the mitieri wading through 'water 
breast high before the last of them got out. 


The work of rescuing tho men was pro- 


ceeded with piomptly, the steam carriage 
taking up twenty at a time. AN sorts of 
•rumors were set adi'ift, and the mouth of 
the mine was crowded with anxious 
women and children exhibiting the usual 
alarm

The Inter-State Extradition Conference. 


NEW YOHK, Au;?. 20.—At tho third ses- 


sion of the Inl er-Hlate oxtrailitiqn con- 
ference to-day Liocommifchoo on Conns and 
practice p'-eM1'!1'"! a code of rule* to be ob- 
served in exti :nlit hi£ c i i m i i i L l s . Accord- 
ing to this code, jH'osecutin-J1 ofliL'er^ of the 
districts should mnkn tho apphi-nrion, and 
state that he ImliVvi's lie has sufficient evi- 
dence to convict Mic alleged criminal, and 
that he has no personal mtere.sfc in tho ar- 
rest of thu t'u^itivi, ami that tho arrest 
is desired for no piiviUo imrpoM1 what- 
ever. The fact that the nl<i>t;ed criminal 
was iirtho State whero thocrmio was com- 
mitted shall be, in tho absence of other 
proof, sufficient ev diMico that hr« is a fugi- 
tive from justice.

found an Indictment, tho facts and circum- 
stances of the crime, as known, must be 
certified to befor'e tho magistrate. In tho 
case of a convicted prisoner who escapes 
from jail, the jailer or sheriff may make 
the application.

clusions of the convention in a bill, which 
in due time will bo presented to the next 
Congress, together with a memorial pray- 
ing for its passage and enumerating the 
reasons'therefor. The proposed amend- 
ment will first be submitted to the Gov- 
ernors and attorneys-general of tho sever- 
al States for revision and suggestion. 
The co-operation of those dignitaries will 
be invited to secure its pas&age, aud the 
bill will aim in its provisions at obtaining 
a simple and uniform mode of procedure 
for all the States in the cjctradition of 
fugitives from justice,

On the same princi- 
ple tlie old political parties require reconstruc- 
tion to conform to the new order of things 
brought about by labor-saving machinery, whole- 
sale Immigration of foreign labor, the almost 
entire absorption of,tlie tillable public land, and 
tlie Increasing power of grout monled corpora- 
tions. The Itopnbllcan party had its birth as 
the champion of advanced political ideas, when 
the policies of government ;t advocated were 
adopted and engrafted Into and hail become 
pai t and parcel of the government.

Hie bonefleib' ot Denver will coroparB in 


style nud galdwltn th«t of Eastern cities of 
similar size; and there ara-some <as fljha turn- 
outs here as you will *ee at Waahington. 
Nearly ev«ry tuainess inan. owns his. o-vn 
horse, And the Colorado roads are a natural 
macadam. Ttwy ore hard and smooth, ind 
tbe drives taken are much longer than in ttl 
east. I believB these western men spend their 
money more readily than those of the eastern 
«tat«s. They make it faster and they work 
harder. Denver boa all the luxuries of an 
eastern city, and if her stores are an:indei 
her people buy just as expensive a class of 
goods as you will find anywhere. When a 
man makes a strike out here he begins nt 
once to enjoy it, and the resnlt is that the 
amount of money in the country means more 
to the people. 


The farms in this irrigated country are, as 


a rule, not large, though sometimes they run 
into the tens of thousands of acres. Abou* 
Greeley and in the country north of Denver 
they are generally from 80 to 200 acres, 
though some men, such as Governor Eaton, 
have as high as 8,000 acres. Among the 
crops produced is the alfalfa, a kind of 
clover, which lias roots from eight to fifteen 
feet long, and of wiioh there can be cut on 
well watered laud three crops per year, aver- 
aging two(tons to the acre. The alfalfa does 
not need much water, makes excellent feed 
and will produce for a number of years with- 
out replanting. This Colorado soil, Governor 
Eaton tells me, is very rich. "It was," he 
says, "once the bed of a vast sea, and its fer^ 
tilizing properties need only water to make 
them produce as bountifully as any land in 
the country." Land is, however, high, and 
water costs money. I doubt whether farm- 
ing pays better here than in the eastern 
states, and it seems to mo that Kansas and 
Nebraska offer greater inducements to set- 
tlers. The great thing Colorado bos is its 
climate, and this In many respects in ex- 
celled by no country on the face of the globe. 
Its arable area is limited, an J its mines will 
always be its greatest resource.—Denver Let- 
ter. 


What TToa Made Wielilta, Kan. 


What is there here to make a town) 
Well, I will put the case as Wicbita puts it 


There is a country here as rich as any God 
ever made, which is rapidly being settled, and 
which has already been taken up by a very 
intelligent clas» of faruieii,. There are good 
schools, plenty oE railroads, many growing 
towns and a big trade 
Kansas City is 275 


miles away, and Wichita hopes to bo the sup- 
ply point for a wide area of territory, includ- 
inc much of Texas, Arkansas, New Mexico 
and the Indian territory. These are an em- 
pire in themselves, and they form the most 
growing part of this groat Union. Wichita 
men also hope to make their town a manu- 
facturing center, though they have no fuel 
at hand and no minerals near. They say the 
town has the start and it is bound to grow, 
and predict that it will be tho great railroad 
and commercial center of this section. If all 
this wero.true it would be a matter of years 
beforo they could reach the extent of their 
present expectations, and tho truth seems to 
me to be that the town will continue to grow 
steadily with the growth of the country about 
it, and that it will compete with Kansas City 
for the trade of the towns about it. It has 
not yet shown the evidences of being a second 
Chicago, and I should imagine it will in the 
future rank with such towns ns Toledo and 
Columbus, O., until this rich country may in 
the far' future increase it to the size of the 
Kansas City of today.—Western Letter.
